“The covering Is larger 
where it goed'over the chest than it 
is at the foot, varying from fifty-five 
to thirty-six inches, The sir sack is 
three inches in depth, sufficient for 
all practical purposes, and the entire 
pocket rolls compactly up into a wa- 
terproof bundle weighing about 
eighteen pounds. When it is remem- 
bered that a folding cot alone weighs 
almost as much and an ordinary 
sleeping bag and pneumatic mattress 
considerably more than this, its fine 
comprehensiveness will be appre- 
clated. This would seem to be a final 
solution of the perplexing problem 
of bed and bedding out.of doors.
